To  Early  Lead 

BYU  will . rest  easy  this  week, 
laying  off  the  grid  wars  until  Oct- 
ober 23  when  the  Cougars  travel 
to  Laramie  to  meet  Wyoming’s 
Cowboys  in  a Western  Athletic  Con- 
ference tilt. 

QUARTERBACK  Virgil  Carter 
put  on  a thrilling  display  of  running 
and  passing  Friday  night  to  lead 
BYU  to  its  third  win  of  the  sea- 
son, crushing  San  Jose  State,  34-7 
before  19,559  fans. 

Carter,  who  had  the  SJS  defen- 
sive secondary  going  around  in  cir- 
cles all  night,  racked  up  a total 
of  253  yards,  rushing  and  passing, 
leading  the  Cougar  offense  to  one 
of  its  finest  nights  yet. 

THE  COUGARS  wasted  little 
time  in  penetrating  the  Spartan 
goal  after  the  opening  kick-off. 
Carter  took  the  squad  63  yards  in 
nine  plays,  capping  the  drive  him- 
self with  a one-yard  plunge  to  pay- 
dirt. Split  end  Phil  Odle  gave  omi- 
nous rumblings  of  things  to  come 
as  he  hauled  in  a 29-vard  toss  from 
Carter  during  that  drive. 

Two  plays  later,  the  Cats  had  the 
ball  again  after  linebacker  Sid  Fra- 
zier recovered  a Spartan  fumble  on 
the  SJS  38.  Carter  then  went  into 
motion  once  more,  rolling  out 
,^^ound  right  end  for  16  yards,  giv- 
ing it  to  John  Ogden  for  five  and 
finally  passing  13  yards  to  Odle 
for  the  score. 

Dave  Duran’s  kick  was  good  and 
BYU  lead  at  the  end  of  the  first 
quarter,  13-0. 

SAN  JOSE  just  didn’t  have  any 
luck  at  all  during  the  second  quart- 
er. On  a 3-34  situation  Carter  heav- 
ed a long  pass  to  Odle  who  gather- 
ed it  in  and  the  fumbled  it  into  the 
waiting  arms  of  a Spartan  defense- 
man.

Thomas  Jefferson  was  quick  to  i)er- 
ceive  that  representative  government  could 
not  endure  in  the  absence  of  informed 
electorate. 

He  wrote  in  1832  that  the  press  was  “the 
best  instrument  for  enlightening  the  mind 
of  men.” 

In  1802  he  had  written: 

“Were  it  left  to  me  to  decide  whether 
we  should  have  a government  without  news- 
papers or  newspapers  without  a government 
I should  not  hesitate  a moment  to  prefer 
the  latter.” 

His  plain  inference  was  that  an  enlight- 
ened electorate  would  know  how  to  go  about 
organizing  an  enlightened  govemment. 

This  week  newspapers  across  the  nation 
are  celebrating  National  Newspaper  week. 

Contrary  to  popular  belief  the  number 
of  metropolitan  newspapers  is  not  declining. 
There  are  more  newspapers  being  publish- 
ed today  than  in  1945 : 1,749  daily  newspa- 
pers in  1945,  1,754  daily  newspapers  in 
1964. 

Today  there  are  25  more  newspapers 
in  the  100,000  circulation,  and  over  six  more 
newspapers  in  the  over  500,000  circulation 


class  than  in  1945.  The  number  of  cities  in 
which  daily  newspapers  are  published  has 
increased  since  World  War  II  from  1,396 
cities  in  1945  to  1,488  in  1964. 

The  Daily  Universe  is  far  from  the  cir- 
culation of  a meti’oix>litan  daily  but  rates 
near  the  top  with  other  college  newspapers. 

With  a circulation  of  13,000  the  Uni- 
verse is  the  fifth  lai’gest  daily  in  the  state 
of  Utah,  and  the  largest  newspai)er  in  the 
Rocky  Mountain  Collegiate  Press  Associa- 
tion. 

As  newspapers  across  the  nation  con- 
sider their  worth  to  the  enlightenment  of 
man  some  bureaus  of  our  nation  are  striv- 
ing to  suppress  news  coming  from  courts 
and  government. 

We  strive  to  bring  news  to  our  read- 
ers of  events,  issues  and  happenings  on  this 
campus  as  well  as  news  affecting  this  Uni- 
versity from  other  sources.  We  hope  we 
continue  to  receive  co-operation  from  stu- 
dents, faculty  and  administration  in  gath- 
ering news. 

As  a university  newspaper  we  hope  to 
be  a tool  for  enlightening  the  minds  of  stu- 
dents.

Dean  Rudger  H.  Walker  has  the 
distinction  of  being  dean  of  the 
most  far-flung  college  on  the  BYU 
campus. 

TEACHERS  within  the  College 
of  Biological  and  Agricultural  Sci- 
ences operate  from  17  different 
locations  around  campus,  not  in- 
cluding the  BYU  Dairy  Farm  or 
the  Spanish  Fork  Farm,  accord- 
ing to  Dean  Walker. 

The  students  population  explo- 
sion which  has  put  a strain  on 
most  BYU  facilities  has  “just 
about  blown  the  top  off”  of  the 
biological  sciences  facilities  in 
particular.  Dean  Walker  reported. 

"EVERY  YEAR  it  is  difficult  to 
find  lab  space  and  get  more 
equipment,”  commented  Dean 
Walker.  “The  bigg^t  problem  is 
the  call  for  increase  of  Zoology 
105  labs.” 

Last  year  72  Zoology  105  labs 
were  required  to  accommodate 
students.  This  year  78  labs  are 
being  taught  by  senior  and  grad- 
uate students. 


Greatest  Problem:  Alcohol . . , 

Dept.  Chairman  Utilizes  Knowledge 
On  Utah  State  Prison  Parole  Board

Dr.  J.  N.  Symons,  chairman  of 
BYU’s  Sociology-A  n t h r opology 
Dept.,  is  the  chairman  of  the  Utah 
State  Prison  Parole  Board. 

LIKE  MANY  other  university 
professors.  Dr.  Symons  utilizes 
the  knowledge  he  has  in  his  field 
to  aid  in  a direct  way  the  theories 
he  teaches  in  his  classroom. 

The  parole  board  meets  twice 
a month  and  consists  of  three 
members  who  are  chosen  to  pro- 
vide a cross-section  of  the  general 
population. 

ACCORDING  TO  Dr.  Symons, 
the  greatest  problem  for  the  would 
be  (potentially  capable  of  crime) 
criminal  is  alcohol.  He  said  that 
of  the  last  35  men  who  have  come 
up  before  the  board  to  seek  parole 


only  one  was  a total  abstainer 
prior  to  his  admission  to  prison 
while  20  were  definite  drinkers 
and  14  were  considered  cronic 
alcoholics. 

Dr.  Symons  said  that  approxi- 
mately one-third  of  the  men  now 
serving  prison  sentences  at  the 
point  of  the  mountain  were  there 
because  of  fraudulent  checks 
cashed  to  obtain  money  to  buy 
alcohol. 

THIS  IS  ALSO  one  of  two  main 
reasons  why  parolees  come  back 
to  prison  as  parole  breakers  he 
stated.  The  parolees  either  falter 
because  of  having  no  friends  or 
else  they  get  into  trouble  after 
going  to  a tavern,  because  as  the 
men  themselves  have  to  say,  “I 
didn’t  have  anyplace  to  go.” 

Abstainence  from  alcohol  is  not 


necessarily  a prerequisite  to  get- 
ting a parole.  Dr.  Symons  com- 
mented. We  have  the  righ  to  place 
as  many  restrictions  on  a man  as 
we  choose,  but  in  most  cases  we 
try  to  give  him  most  of  his  civil 
liberties.” 

A PAROLEE  isn’t  really  a pri- 
soner who’s  sentence  has  been 
abrogated  as  some  people  think. 
The  parolee  is  in  essence  a trustee 
who  is  allowed  to  live  out  the  re- 
mainder of  his  prison  sentence  in 
the  outside  world  with  periodic 
checks  on  his  behavior  and  where- 
abouts. A man’s  parole  ends  when 
his  sentence  ends. 


IN  THE  EARLIER  years  of  the 
College,  the  Brimhall  building 
could  house  most  of  the  biological 
sciences  labs  and  lecture  sections. 
However,  as  the  student  popula- 
tion increased,  more  and  more 
classrooms  were  converted  into 
labs  until  there  were  only  a few 
classrooms  remaining  in  the 
building. 

As  expansion  continued,  other 
locations  were  sought  to  relieve 
the  crowded  situation.  Included 
in  the  17  sites  now  in  use  are 
three  former  private  residences 
that  have  been  remodeled.  Dean 
Walker  remarked. 

"PRESENTLY,  only  three  lab 
rooms  at  the  Zoology  building  on 
8th  North  are  accommodating  78 
sections  of  Zoology  105  students. 
This  means  the  facilities  are  in 
use  from  7:00  a.m.  until  9:00  p.m. 
each  weekday,  and  half  a day  on 
Saturday,”  said  Dean  Walker. 

Bacteriology  and  Botany  lab 
sections  also  show  the  increase. 
Botany  101  requires  40  lab  sec- 
tions as  compared  with  36  last 
semester.
